May 10-11, 2004

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of 
Mattapoisett was called to order on Monday evening. 
May 10 at 7:32 pm in the auditorium of Old Rochester 
Regional High School by Town Moderator Jack Eklund 
having noted the presence of a record quorum of an 
estimated 590 voters. 

After a Salute to the Flag, a moment of silence for 
Town Meeting members departed, and the singing of the 
National Anthem, Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan read the 
return of service for the Town Meeting warrant and then 
Mr. Eklund introduced the town officials seated at the 
head table. Due to the capacity crowd already in the 
auditorium, Mr. Eklund noted the overflow crowd would 
be directed to the school gymnasium where a closed- 
circuit TV system would broadcast the proceedings live.

"Fm told this is the first time we've needed an 
overflow room (at Town Meeting) since the mid-1960s/' 
Mr. Eklund said. 'Tf there are any glitches along the way, 
feel free to let one of the mike runners know and weTl try 
to accommodate you.'' 

Despite having only 12 articles to consider on the 
warrant, Mr. Eklund hoped to move along what he 
suspected would be a contentious evening by asking 
those who wished to speak to an issue to keep their 
comments brief and to the point. 

"Please use reasonable brevity when you speak," 
Mr. Eklund said. "I am going to allow folks who are 
proponents or major opponents to articles to have ample 
time to present their side. In fairness to all ... I would try 
to ask everyone to keep it brief. Please try to ask a single 
question at a time ... and you may have one follow-up 
question." 

With that, Mr. Eklund turned the floor over to the 
members of the Finance Committee (FinCom) for a 
presentation on the town's current and future financial 
outlook. 

Although many residents are quick to criticize the 
town's escalating tax rate, according to FinCom Chairman 
Cornelius Coleman, it is actually a spike in assessed house 
values over the past three years which has inflated annual 
tax bills. 

"From 2002 to 2004, (house assessments) have 
gone from $687 million to $1.11 billion — that is a 47 
:>ercent increase over those three fiscal years," Mr.

Coleman said. 'The tax rate has remained relatively 
constant. There has also been a dramatic decrease in the 
amount of state aid we've received: from $1.2 million in 
(2002) to $928,000 in (2005) — that's a decrease of 22 
percent. Additionally, the town has been faced with an 
incredible increase in fixed costs (like) pensions and 
health insurance ... the increase in those expenditures has 
been, on average, 27 percent. Mattapoisett has lost over 
$500,000 in state aid over the last year.'' 

FinCom Vice Chairman Paul Silva said the 
committee has worked to develop a five-year revenue 
forecast, which they plan to do on an annual basis, to give 
them a better handle on the town's "baseline operating 
budget." With an estimated $548,000 available in Free

Cash and a projected FY 2005 budget of $14.97 million, the 
FinCom estimates the 2005 tax rate to be $12.08. 

"Basically, the town budget is 30 percent of all 
revenues taken in (and) the school budget is 70 percent," 
Mr. Silva said. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to fix 
salaries of elected officers for FY 2005 as follows: Town 
Moderator ($200); Board of Selectmen Chairman ($3,700); 
Board of Selectmen Members ($3,300); Assessors ($3,300); 
Town Clerk ($35,000); Board of Health ($400); Highway 
Surveyor ($52,811); Mattapoisett School Committee ($400); 
Water /Sewer Commissioners ($400); and Tree Warden 
($5,831). 

Resident Daniel Bungert motioned to amend the 
article by adding a line item for Herring Inspector appro- 
priating $637 for the department, and likewise asked that 
the Town Moderator appoint a study committee to review 
the health care benefits provided to all elected officials — 
a generous perk which provides up to a 75 percent 
reimbursement rate for officials who receive token 
stipends as low as $400 a year. 

"Having been on the School Committee for the 
past three years, I have chosen not to accept this perk," 
Mr. Bungert said. "This costs the town about $59,000. 
With the new rates, the figure would be almost $68,000." 

The motion to amend ARTICLE 1 passed, 564 to 
21. With that, the amended version of Article 1 passed 584 
tol. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $14,972 million General Operating Budget for FY 
2005. 

After placing "holds" on select line items, resi- 
dents spent the better part of three hours debating why 
ever department should be level-funded and, in particu- 
lar, why the Board of Selectmen didn't support funding 
the $259,000 requested by the Mattapoisett School Com-

mittee to open the newly-renovated Center School in 
September (a measure which is also the subject of Article 3 
on the warrant). 

"The Selectmen asked all departments to submit 
budgets that were equal to FY04 levels/' explained Town 
Administrator Michael Botelho. ''YouTl find in a number 
of these departmental budgets that the bottom line is the 
same, although they may have different components. In 
some cases the department heads were asked to go back 
and fine-tune their budgets.'' 

Assessor William Hall asked why the Selectmen 
chose "not to honor (the) contract" with the Board of 
Assessors' Administrative Assistant by level-funding their 
budget. "By not honoring this contract, we are assuring 
she'll accept an offer from another town," he said. 

"This board attempted to present a budget within 
the parameters you gave us," Selectman Steven Lombard 
said. "We spoke to (Assessor) Michael O'Brien and, like 
everybody else, there are no salary increases anywhere in 
this budget. We felt, as a Board of Selectmen, that the 
whole issue of personnel and raises should be addressed 
at the fall Town Meeting. It is not fair to give one person 
an increase. For this year's budget, there were no raises 
given to any town employee." 

Likewise, another resident suggested that Fire 
Chief Ronald Scott was underpaid when compared to 
other area towns. 

"We need to look at all (town employees) ... it's

not just Chief Scott/' Selectman Lombard said. "In many 
cases, yes, we're extremely low. YouVe got a top clerical 
position getting paid $13 an hour when other towns are 
paying $14 to $15 an hour. But we want our Town Admin- 
istrator to take a look at these (numbers) and come back 
with recommendations (in the fall).'' 

Discussion of further budget items came to a 
screeching halt when the hold placed on line item 300, 
"Elementary Schools," led to a drawn-out secret ballot 
vote asking to transfer the needed $259,000 to open Center 
School from the town's Stabilization Fund. 

"The decision we made was this: we're in a place 
where we have to come up with $259,000, which reflects 
increased utility costs, a janitor and maintenance ex- 
penses," said Andrew Lynch of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee. "It's a one-time add to our (tax) base. We 
didn't want to compromise the educational needs of 
students ... (but) we are not in the business of raising the 
tax base." 

If the school were not to open this fall. Selectman 
Raymond Andrews said it would likely cost up to

$150,000 to "mothbair' the building until it became fully 
operational and occupied. 

"We are not opposed to opening Center School ... 
we are just questioning when to open it/' said FinCom 
Chairman Coleman. "It's not that far from May to October 
when we'll have a better sense of our financial outlook. 
Today, we don't know what dollars are available and it 
strikes the FinCom as fiscally irresponsible to increase this 
line item when we don't know what money is available." 

Selectman Lombard cautioned that the town 
spent both last year's and next year's Free Cash to balance 
the FY 2005 budget, so "it's not going to be there" next 
year. 

Resident Charles Van Voorhis moved to transfer 
the $259,000 from the Stabilization Fund, which had a 
balance of $408,477.66, according to Mr. Coleman. Resi- 
dent James Hubbard also asked that the vote to transfer 
the money be done via secret paper ballot, a motion which 
passed with 34 of 25 needed votes. 

Elizabeth Milde of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee felt the transfer from the Stabilization Fund 
was a "win-win" for the town and amounted to the town 
taking out a short-term loan from its own money to open 
the school in September. 

"Last night, I met with Mr. Lynch and Ms. Milde 
to see if we could find a compromise ... but we couldn't 
reach a middle ground," said Selectman Steve Lombard. 
"I feel strongly that we'll have $150,000 to open Center 
School in October. I'm in support of opening Center 
School, I'm just not in support of an override (to do it). 
I'm talking four months. The Stabilization Fund is our 
emergency fund . " 

"We are deeply concerned about the mechanics of 
the (Center School) building," said Selectman and 
Mattapoisett School Building Committee member 
Raymond Andrews. "Eighty percent of all failures happen

in the first year ... so it's very important to run those 
systems as much as possible, as early as possible.'' 

In the end, after a nearly hour of casting and 
counting the secret ballots, the motion to transfer the 
$259,000 from the Stabilization Fund failed to garner the 
necessary two-thirds majority to pass. Although 298 voted 
in favor and 181 against, Mr. Eklund said it needed at 
least 319 votes to pass. 

But that wasn't to be the last word on the subject 
as an estimated 340 voters returned for the second night 
of Town Meeting, which reconvened at 7:00 pm on 
Tuesday, May 11. 

Voters continued to question "holds" that had 
been placed on select line items from the previous night, 
with Daniel Bungert asking if the since-eliminated budget 
for road repairs would be picked by so-called Chapter 90 
funds allocated from the state. 

"We know Chapter 90 funds are approaching $1 
million, but we have heard the Highway Surveyor has 
several projects on tap for this summer," said FinCom 
Chairman Coleman. "I'm not sure what funds would be 
available after those projects are completed." 

"There is an article on the warrant to create a 
capital planning committee to look at various capital 
projects including road (repairs)," added Town Adminis- 
trator Botelho. "There really needs to be a more compre- 
hensive approach and it needs to include (road work). 

Mr. Bungert also stressed the need to revisit rising 
health care costs, which was the subject of a motion he 
made under Article 1. "The health care costs are definitely 
the number one problem that municipalities face ... 
they've been going up 15 percent (each year)," he said. 
"As a member of the ORR School Committee, we agreed 
... to eliminate the most expensive offering. I think the 
zero percent strategy for pay increases is a slap in the face 
and creates a lot of animosity when we could eliminate

this health plan and save a lot of money in the long run/' 

As to the Barstow Trust Fund which was dis- 
cussed on the prior night. Town Counsel David Jenkins 
said he did some preliminary research into the trust and 
found it was established in 1868 to "take care of students 
being educated outside of Mattapoisett,'' he said. How- 
ever, in 2003 a petition was filed by then-Town Counsel to 
break the trust in Probate Court. 

"The court ruled that the original purpose for the 
trust fund no longer exists, so the Mattapoisett School 
Committee can use it for whatever purpose it sees fit," Mr. 
Jenkins said. "It remains under the control of the 
Mattapoisett School Committee, but it must be used for 
students at ORR." 

There is currently $96,722.20 in the trust fund. 

Mr. Bungert suggested that a portion of that trust 
— $66,000 — be used to cover Mattapoisett's portion of 
the ORR budget. But Town Counsel discouraged that 
action, stressing that only the school committee could 
decide how to spend the available funds, not Town 
Meeting. 

Another motion was made to transfer the total

$259,000 needed to open Center School from the town's 
Rubbish Collection ($210,000) and Curbside Recycling 
($40,000) accounts, a measure that didn't garner much 
support from voters, would have put the town in breach 
of newly-negotiated contracts with landfill workers, and 
was ultimately defeated, 310 to 25. 

'To me, I think we're taking a step backwards by 
doing this," said Paul Kelly 

"While I want to open the school as much as 
anybody, I feel this is not the appropriate place (to fund 
it)," added Robert Cattley 

Again, resident Bill Fuchs returned to a familiar 
song by moving to transfer only $200,000 out of the 
$408,477.66 balance in the town's Stabilization Fund, 
adding he was assured Center School could open in 
September with the lesser amount. 

"$200,000 is going to be a problem," said School 
Committee member Andrew Lynch. "We're going to have 
to take a leap of faith with the janitorial services ... it is 
going to allow us to pay for the utilities. Our posture is, it 
either comes from the Stabilization Fund or it comes from 
a tax assessment. We cannot open that school in Septem- 
ber if we don't have the money in place, it has to be 
encumbered." 

"The FinCom continues to oppose transferring 
money out of the Stabilization Fund," said FinCom 
Chairman Coleman. "We do not think this is the prudent 
way to go. We expect funds in the fall ... those numbers 
will be certain, and we feel it is the more prudent way to

A motion was made to "move the question,'' and 
the original vote to transfer $200,000 from the Stabiliza- 
tion Fund into the town's Elementary Schools budget to 
open Center School narrowly garnered the two-thirds 
majority it needed to pass: 281 to 139. (Mr. Eklund noted it 
needed .667 percent to pass and it did by only .669 
percent.) 

To hammer the point home and, in turn, assure 
that a later "motion to reconsider" couldn't be entertained 
before Town Meeting adjourned, a motion to reconsider 
was entertained and carried, 298 to 122. 

With that, a total $15,172 million amended 
general operating budget for FY 2005 under Article 2 was 
passed, 333 to 5. 

ARTICLE 3, which asked voters to consider the 
original $259,000 override to fund the opening of Center 
School, was thereby indefinitely postponed by Andrew 
Lynch. 

At press time, voters were still debating and 
considering ARTICLE 4, which asked Town Meeting to 
amend the General By-Laws to establish a seven-member 
Capital Planning Committee comprised of three citizens 
at large; a member of the Mattapoisett School Committee; 
a member representing the business, financial or banking 
community; a person with experience in managing 
construction activities; a person knowledgable about the 
town's open space and recreational needs; and the follow- 
ing "ex officio, non-voting" members: Finance Director,

ing, the board voted unanimously to approve the road 
name: Lori's Drive. 

The first appointment of the evening was with the 
Soil Board concerning an Administrative Support Posi- 
tion. It was suggested by the Selectmen that perhaps the 
Soil Board could add some time to Town Planner Randall 
Kunz's hours on a trial basis at a cost of about $3,000 per 
year rather than incur the expense of a new position. 
Since he is involved in several boards and is knowledge- 
able, and the job description would serve as a guideline, it 
would seem to be a viable alternative. Forthcoming 
publicity would enable the townspeople to call him when 
necessary. 

At 7:15 pm. Conservation Agent Laurell J. Farinon 
presented three Eastover Farm Conservation Restrictions 
which had been reviewed by Town Counsel and meet 
with his approval. The Selectmen voted unanimously to 
sign the restrictions. A further Conservation Restriction 
for the Mattapoisett River Valley Aquifer was drafted by 
an attorney for the state. The Selectmen accepted this 
proposal unanimously. 

The next item concerned the designated canoe/ 
car top boat access to Mary's Pond. This would be in the 
former town beach area and would be a hot-topped 
parking area for eight cars and a ramp for access. Mary's 
Pond is important because it is the best fresh water trout 
stocked pond in the entire area. The advantages to this 
spot are that it would allow easier policing, and it would 
be under a reimbursement program by the state. Select- 
man Laboa remarked that he would like to talk with the 
various boards involved and with Police Chief Paul 
Magee before signing off on the proposal. 

The final item presented by Ms. Farinon con- 
cerned the Phase II Stormwater Management Program. 
The five-year federal government program requires 
communities of a certain size to show on a yearly basis

fiscal realities facing the town at this time. The owner 
offered it as a courtesy to the Selectmen. The Rochester 
Woman's Club also offered to pay for the renovations to 
the 2,000-plus square feet available to be used in their 
building, which has the advantage of adequate parking, 
and lease it to the town on a five-year basis. Costs are 
estimated to be around $2,800 per month. 

Other options which have been considered are 
more expensive — a modular building with no interior 
finishing at an estimated $150,000 and an addition to the 
existing Town Hall costing upwards of $2 million at last 
bid — and would involve a capital outlay which the 
Selectmen wish to avoid at this time. 

Further discussion with the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) and the Rochester Woman's Club will be 
pursued with a possible decision proposed for a fall 
Special Town Meeting when state funds will be finalized. 
FinCom Chairman Michael Costa explained that the roads 
are in desperate need of repair at a minimum of $100,000 
this year; library repairs are needed to the tune of 
$500,000; and the purchase of a new Highway Depart- 
ment sweeper (the present sweeper is unsafe) will prob- 
ably have to go on an override. 

Selectman Nunes said he felt there were "more 
pressing needs'' in town than the Town Hall Annex such 
as the proposed Memorial School addition and road 
repair work. "The town is spending more money than it 
takes in," he said. "Expenditures are $13.2 million ... town

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Monster

Van Helsing. Starring Hugh Jackman and Kate 
Beckinsale. Directed by Stephen Sommers. Run- 
ning time: 132 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The best thing Van Helsing has done for the classic Universal 
monster movies was to inspire the studio to re-issue the old 
Dracula, Frankenstein, and Wolf Man DVDs. The worst thing Van 
Helsing does for those movies is Van Helsing. Despite the negative 
advance word, I really wanted to love this film; the thought of 
writer/ director Stephen Sommers (who made the two fun, hyper- 
active Mummy movies) tackling those icons of fear, with legendary 
vampire hunter Van Helsing (Hugh Jackman) at the forefront, 
sounded at best like a king-hell monster mash and at worst like a 
so-cheesy-it's-great warm-weather blowout. It's neither, unfortu- 
nately, despite a promising start. 

The Universal logo dims into black-and-white, catches fire, 
and becomes a torch held by a member of a mob converging on 
Castle Frankenstein. Okay, you have me at hello. As the sequence 
goes on, and we learn that Dr. Frankenstein is in cahoots with 
Count Dracula (Richard Roxburgh), something troubling may 
occur to you: This isn't true black-and-white. Though the film's 
expert cinematographer (Allen Daviau) is certainly capable of 
achieving a '30s-monster-movie look, the images seem to have 
been shot in color and then wiped of the color — they're not lighted 
for b&w photography. Where are the shadows, the mystery? 

Stephen Sommers has assembled a fanboy's geek dream of a 
monster team-up — we used to see matches like this in Marvel 
comics of the '70s, where Dracula and Werewolf-By-Night had a 
smackdown — and turned it into a charmless video game. Van 
Helsing himself, played by Jackman without an ounce of fun or 
awareness that the movie is ludicrous, is an efficient avatar of 
carnage, scowling as he sends vampires to Hell. Didn't Sommers 
remember that all the previous screen Van Helsings — the list 
includes Peter Cushing, Laurence Olivier, and Anthony Hopkins 
— were occasions for delicious overplaying? Sommers and Jackman 
treat the character as if he were a Shakespearean role played by 
those actors. 

Richard Roxburgh has taken some lumps for his hammy 
version of Dracula, but he's the only thing worth watching. Mur- 




derously fey, as if given three vampire brides just to prove his 
heterosexuality, Roxburgh's Dracula floats around the sets, howl- 
ing or purring with menace. It's fitting that Roxburgh performed 
roughly the same function in Moulin Rouge — understanding how 
daffy the material was and running with it — because Van Helsing 
is dangerously close to being the Moulin Rouge of monster movies 
(which I don't mean as a compliment, for those of you who dug 
Moulin Rouge). Roxburgh's scenes with Kevin J. O'Connor as a 
nasty, ironic Igor point towards the campy comedy this should've 
been. 

Instead, we get far too much lashing and bashing — monsters 
pummeling each other, thrown through concrete walls; human 
beings (including Kate Beckinsale in her second lame monster film 
after Underworld) surviving falls and impacts that would kill a 
grizzly bear. Dracula's brides hardly have time to be poisonously 
sexy — they're too busy morphing into winged harpies and 
swooping through the air, dodging Van Helsing's bursts of auto- 
matic crossbow arrows. Frankenstein's monster is more or less 
used like the Hulk or the Thing (Marvel Comics version) ; Mr. Hyde 
makes a computer-generated appearance (after this and League of 
Extraordinary Gentlemen, I never want to see this character again), 
and he smashes and bashes, too. A lycanthrope character is simi- 
larly, boringly destructive. The problem with Van Helsing isn't that 
it's a dumb monster party compiling Dracula, Frankenstein's 
monster, and the Wolf Man; it's that it isn't that movie. This is just 
an overamped action movie in which the legendary monsters are 
interchangeable with any other brutish CGI beasts. Stephen 
Sommers may have loved the old Universal monster movies, but 
he certainly doesn't seem to have understood them.

Everyone pitched in to help 
America win World War II. 

The problems they face, the decisions they make 
and the dreams they dream are very much the same as 
young people have today. The show is uplifting with 
wonderful music.
